The plan inangurated by Peter the Great has
been followed by all his suocessors, Crime in
Russta is rarely punished with death; maoy
offenses which 11 other countries would demand
the execntion of th offender are thera lollowad
by exile to Siberia. As Russda Is but thioly
fnhabited, her rolers aze greatly averse Lo taking
the lves of their sunjects; the transfer ol an
{pdividual from one part of the empire 1o an-
other is a sutisfuctory mode of punisnment, and
lndly practised in & country that has uo popa-
{:uiun to spure.  Siberin, with its immense area,
has barely four millions of inhabltauts, and
consedqiently possesses abundant room for all
those who offend agalnst Russian laws, Orimt-
nals of various grades become dwellers in
Siberin, and very often make excellent citlzanns;
then there are political offenders, bunished
for disturblog the pesce and dignity of the Stute,
or loving other torms of government better thao
the KEmperor’s, Ouotside of Ruassia there 1s a be-
Hel, as crropeous ns it 18 goneral, that the great
majority ot exiles are politigues, Except aithe
close of the periodic revolutious in Poland, the
criminals outnumber the politieal exiles fn the
ralio of twenly to one.  Fora year or more fol-
lowing each stroggle of the Poles for their
nutional independepea the rosd to Siberia is
travelled to an unusual extent; betweeo the in-
surrections there i@ ouly Lhe regalar stream of
deported criminals, with here aud there n bateh
of those who plot against the Government.

It |s essy to o to siberia; easier, 1 am told,
than to get away from it Banmshmeot s de-
creed for various offenses, some of them of u
very serious character, Many a4 murderer,
who would have been hapged iu Englind o
America, has been :ent into exile with the
opportunity of becoming n free citizen after
fen or twenty years ol compulsory lnbor. On
the descending seale ol culpability there are
burgiars, £treet and highway robbers, petty
thieves, and €0 throazh o 1=t of pamable and
numeless offenders,  Betore the abolition of
serfdom, o master could send o serf to Siberia
for no other reason toan that he chose to do 50,
The rocord azainst the exile stated that bo was
banished by the will ot his muaster," bat it was
not necessary to declare the canse of this exer.
gise of urbitrary power, The plan was instituted
to ennble land owners to 1ud themselves ol dle,
guurrelsome, or dissolute seris, whuse absance
was deslrabte, but who hoad conuitted no offinse
that the laws could toach., Doubtless it was
often nbused; nnd instances are narrated where
flie DBest men OF wWOmen ou an esinte have
been babighed npon enprice of their owners, or
for worse reasons. Its liability to sbuse was
checked by the reqnirement thnt the master
must puy the outtting and travelling expenscs
of the exiled serf, and alio those of his wile uad
immntare childrén,

Of politieal exiles there are Lthe men, and
pometimes women, cobheerned in the various ln-
gurrections in Poland, takea with arms in their
hands, or involved in conspiracies for Polish
independence, Then there are Kugsiun revolu-
tionists, like the Decembrists of 18535, or the
restless spirits that now and then decire that
the government of the Czar is not the best for
their beloved country. lu the scale of intellie
geuace, the poldigues nre fiur ahove the criminals,
and frequently include some of Hussin's ablest
men,

Tueorelienlly all persons sent into exile—with
the exceplion of the serfs mentioned atbove—
must be tred anid convieled before m court,
military commission, or fome Kind ol judicist
authonty,
ouse: but instances of arbitrary banishmest are
far less fiegquent now than under former rulers.
Cathurive L1, exiled many of Lher subjects with-

opers was gonerally allowed irom one to half &
dozen vehicles to ocarry women, baggige, and
such of the men as became lootsore.

Along the entire line of the groat roa | throagh
HBiberin, as well us on theside ronds leadiog to
the principul districts, there are staltons where
exlles are lodged during their nighily hales,
Theso statlons sre from ten to tweniy-tive milos
apart, nod generally just oatside the villages
where post-horses wre changed, Toey consist
of one or more honses surrounded with high
fences, containiug pateways for men and car-
risges.  Ench station s 1o charee of a resident
guard, whose room = vear the pate; while the
sphce assigned to prisoners s farther feom the
place of ezress, Noue of the stations are invit-
ing in point of cleanliness, and tke number of
fleas which they can and do harbor is not ensy
to compute, An exile once told me that each
stavion wounld aversge ten restdent fleas Lo
every lodger, without e¢ounting thoie that
helong cspeclally o  the travellers, and
are carrled by them to thelr places
of destipation. ~ The slations  have theo-
reticsl conveniences  for  cookwg,  bat
these are eometimes more imaginary thnn read.
The rations denlt out to the exiles consist of rye
bread and cnbbuage soup—the nstiount diet of
the Russian Empire.

are condemuoed to be colonists, generally in the
northern parts of Siberia; they sie fornished
with the means for building houses, and recolve
allotments of land to clear and cultivate, They
can employ their surplus time in nunting, Gshing,
or any olher occupation notl incompatinle with
the life of & back woodsman, It 1s not an agree-
able fate to be senlenced to become a colonist
in Biberin, especinlly if ons hus been tenderly
renred, and knows nothing of maunual labor
until the time of his banishment,

Many exiles are “dralted into the army,” and
assigued to doty as common soldiers, Thoy
recelve soldiers’ pay aod ratlous, and have
the possibility of promotion if their consduct
i# meritorions.  They are generally assigned
to reglments on the frontier of the Kirghese
country, or in Circassla, where the opportunities
for desertion and escape are very slight. The
regulatious forbid more thao & certain propors
tlon of*such men in each regiment, and thess
are always well distribued among the faithrol,
In ,ome Instances revolls have ocourred wmong
the drafted men, but I never heard that they
were successful, Desertions are occasionnl; but
u# the deseitors generally flee to the countriey
beyond the border, they find, when too late,
that they have exclinnged their fryine-pay for a
very Lot ire. ‘The Kiugbese, Turcomans, and
other barbaroue Asigtics, have an unpleadant
habit of makivg slaves ot stray foreigners who
enter their conntry without proper suthority;
to prevent edcape, they imgert u horse-nair iuto
a small incigion fu a prisoner's heel, and cripple
bim for life, He is thus secared aemust walking
awny, and they take good care that he does not
have sceess 1o n horse,

The exiles in Arintic Russia are far less
numerous than the descendants of exiles, who
form # considerable proportion of the populs.
tion, Eastein sSiberia is mainly peopled by in-
volunlary emigrauts, sod their eécond and toird
generations; white We.tern Sibena Is very
Iargely so. The ordinary deportatinu aoross
the Ural Mouwotning is about ten thousand a
year, nearly all of them beang offenders
agninet the civil lnws, Each revolt in Polaod
mukes n large nuwber of exiles who are not
counted in the regolar supply, From the revo-
lution of 1868 tweuty-four thouasiud Poles were
bunishied beyoud the Urals—ten thousand being
gent Lo Bustern slberds, sod the balance to the
Western Provinces, Many of these men were
liberated by the ukase of 1847, and others have
been allowed to trausfer their banlshment to
countries ocutside of Hussia, Quite recently 1
met in New York o young Pole who went to
miberin in 1865, und was permitted fu the follow-
ing yeur to exchange thatl country lor Americs,
It 13 hardly necessary to say that he promptly
embraced tﬂ
doing 8o,

Exiles are found in so many occupations in
Biberig, thit it would be bard 1o mention any-
thing in which they are uot engagedl, unless it
be holding high officisl position. Many subor-
dinate offices are titled by them, sud T believe
they do their duty quite as well as the average
of the rest of mankind, It was not unusunl in
my journey to find them i charge of post-
stations, sand 1 was told that muny exiles were
in gervice g2 Government clecks, messeigers,
and employees of varlons gravles During »
month’s e'ay at Irkutsk, the capital o Eustern
Siberia, I encountered u fuir vumber of men [
knew 1o be exiles, uud probably & great many
more of the sume ¢las whose condition was not
mentioned to me, The clerk of the principal
was un exile, and so was one of the
waitere; an oficer who dined there with wme
siid the elerk was his schoolmate aud graduired
in his cluss, A werchant of whom 1 wsed to
buy my cizarettes, was an lovoluntary emi-
grant: sud I believe that the mun who fabri-
cated them, and whose shep was near my lodg-
ings, jourueyed 1o Siveria against his witl, My
fur clothinz was made by an extled 1ailor; my
brots were repaired by & banished cobbler, and
ny morning beefsteak and poiatoes were pre-
pured by 8 cook who lefy 5t Petersburg with
the ald of tbe police. A gentleman of my ne-
(quuintance frequently placed his earringe ut my
service, nnd with it a doiver who pleased me
with his gkill and da=h, Ooge night this driver
wug 4 little Intoxieated, and amused me wod u
friend at my side by his somewhut reckless
driving, We commented In Freneh upon bis
condition, and laughed a little at the situntion:
when be set us down at our door, he protested
that ho waas pericotly sober, nud noped we would
not sny to his muster what we had tolked
between ourselves, He huppened to be aun
exile from St. I'etersbore, where he had been
eguchman to a French famoly, and learned
something of the Frepoh lunzuage,

Most of the exiles condemued to be colouists
are sent to the provinees of Yakutsk and Yeune-
scisk, where they are litlle likely to be seen by
strungers, Ieaw very few of those now colo-
nizing siberia by Iuvolunlary emigration, not
enough to enable we w foiw an opinion from
my own knowledge. Ithink, however, that my
commwent apd conclusion regarding the couviets
in the mines will wpply very fuirly to this other
class of luborers.

We cowe now 1o the exiles, pure and simple,
Il o wan can forget that e s deprived of liberty,
he is pot under ordinury curcamstancss vory
badly off in Fiberis.

The Study of Polsons.
From Dr. B. W. Mitchell's interesting

paper on “The Modern Methods of Btudying

us W expluin at lengilh the wonle phys.ology
of this organ, and to discuss the fanction of the
different nerves which enter it, Wao shall thers-
fore content ourselves with reinting what is
known in regard to corroval, s poleon which
thus far has been investigated only by two
Amerlean toxleologiste, Like woorara, this
substance 18 a resinous-looking materisl, which
is certainly of vegetable origin. 1t i used as an
arrow powson by the dwellers on the Rio Darlen,
but of the usture of the plants which yield it
we kpow ubsolutely notbivg., Thus far It is
known only to savages, nnd to two or three
students af poisons, nor, il 1t were usel to kill
man, would it ba possivle to detees 15 io the
tigsues. As in the case of woorara, let ue relate
briefly how the toxtccharacters of corrovul were
tirst investigated,

A frog was held while the onerator placeld
u morsel ot poleon in a wound made in the back,
In ten or twelve minntes it showed slgos of
Inssitude, and In hall o bhour was totally mo-
tionless sod dead, Nothing was seen to lead
to the beliel that the toxicologist was dealing
with &  substance differing from common
wooraru, ‘The outward slens were alike,
A second frog was then polsoned, after a litule
Vishiaped opening had  been s made as
to cxpose the heart, whose uatural beat
was noted as being forty-five to the mioute. Io
three minutes it was unsitered as to nomber,
but had become frregular. Then it began to tail,
beating thirty at the fith nonute, nod ceasing
half & minute Iater, the anncles continuing
somewhat longer, As the organ fniled nstrange
fnet was noted; at the instant when the great
cayity of the beart—the ventricle—contracted
&0 a5 to expel the blood into the arieries, it was
observed that here and there on §1s surface little
prominences arose, which were presumed to be
due to these purts bemg palsied 0 thut they
sidlded uvnder the pressure from within, Tadt
this wus a true view ol the case was shown by
rhwlmm or galvanizing miuute portious of o
walthy, active heart, when the same appear
unces were nofed at the pointe enfeebled by the
overstimulation to which they bad been thas
mechunically  sobjecred, When the heart
stopped 1t could ot be re-excited by » tonch, or
by eleciric currents, ns wus the ca=e 10 Woorara
poisoning, or in desth from violence,

During all of this time, and for twenty mindtes
after the heart censeld to bent, the frog leaped
about with readiness and ense, so that ivseemed
pretiy clear that corroval was a poison which
paralyzed directly the tissues of the heart, with-
out at first influencing any other portion of the
cconomy. ‘To put this beyond doubt, the ex-
perimenter tried to keep up the etrculation by
causing artificinl breathing, which in the case of
WOOIATa Wis competent o sustain the heard's
netion, Here, bowever, the heart stopped as
though no such means had been used. The
same observation may be betler made on the
alligntor, becanse m this ereature the breathing
contiaues for rome twenly minutes aflier the
heart has ceased to polsate, thus makiog it still
more clear that the heare does not die owing to
defect of respiration.  Lustly, it was shown that
when in g heulitby frog the heart is eut out, or
i1s vessels ticd, voluntary and reflex motlon dis-
appear at about the same period as they do
when corroval has been given; whence it was
inferred that this sgent destroys the general
movemeuts ouly because it rst inierrapts the
circulation of the blood, without which they
goon ceasc Lo be possible,

Sir Walter RKulasligh,
Mr, Il. P, Whipple gives the following ac-
connt of the death and character of Sir Walter
Raleigh :—

The restless activity of his mind now found a
vent in experimental selence and o literatare;
and, taking a thewe as large us the scope of his
own mand, he set himeelf resolutely to work to
write tLe Iistory of the World. Meanwhile he
gpared no srts ol inlluence, bribery, and Aattery
of the K'ng to get his liberty; and at last,
Mareh, 1615, was relensed, without beme parc-
doned, on his tempting the cupidity of Jawes
with circumstautial details of  the maneral
wealth of Guiana, snd by ofiering to conduot an
expedition thete ‘o open & gold mine, With a
flect of thirteen ehips e sct smil, nrrived on the
const in Novemoer, and sent a laree purly
up the Orinoco. who, ufter baving attack 2d anil
burnt the Spunish town of S Thomus,—an
enengement in which Haleigh's eldest son lost
his Life,—returned to their sick and mortited
commander with the iontelligence tnat they
bad fwiled to discover the mine., The accounts
of what afterwards occurred in thig ill-tated
expeaition ure so confused and coulrudictory
that it is diflienlt to obtain o clear idea of the
tucts, It s sufliclent thut Raleigh returned to
Eugland, luboring under imputations of fulze.
hood, treachery, und contemplated tresson und
piracy: and that he there found the Spanish
ambassador clamorivg in the court of James for
his  lile, Flis  ruin was resolved upon;
avd, as he npever had  been  par-
doued, it was thoueht more convenlent
to execate him oo the old eenteuee than
torun the risk of a mew tnia! for b alleged
otlepees since,  In other words, it was resolved
to use the teclhuicalities of law to violate its
essence, and to employ certain legal retinements
as instruments of murder.  On the 20th of Oo-
tober, 1618, he was accordingly beheaded. His
pehaviour on the seatfold was what might have
been expeeted from the dauntless spirit which,
in its experience of nearly the whole circle of
human ¢motions, had never felt the sensation
of tear. * After wvindicating his conduct in a
manly and dignitied speech to the spectutors, he
desired the beadsmnn to show lim the axe,
which pot being done at once, he said, *'I pray

Lthee let me see it.  0o0st thou think that
I am afraid of ¥  After he had taken
it in his hand, he feit curiously along

the edge, and then smwilingly remarked to the
Bherifl:="This is a shurp medicwe, but it is a
phyeician for all diseases.” After he had laid
his head on the block, he was requested Lo turn
it on the other gide. “So the heart be right,”
lie 1eplied, “ivis no matter which way the nead
lHeth,”  After forgiving the hesdsman, and
proying a few moments, the sigoal wis made,
which oot being wnwedintely followed by the
stioke, Raleigh eiid to the exccationer;—"Whoy

| dost thounot strike? Strike, man !" Two strokes

ot the axe, under which bhis frame did not
shrink or move, severed his head from his body.
The immense efiusion of blood, in o man of
eixty-six, omnzed everybody that saw i, “*Who
would bave thought,” King James mizht bave
said, with another distingoished ornament of
the royal honse of Beotland, *‘that the old man
had so much blood in him ! Yes, blood enougn
in bis veins, and thouzht enough 1o his head,
and heroism enough in his sonl, to have served
Englavd for twenty years more, had folly und
basencss not otherwlse willed 1t 1"

The cuperabundant physieal sod mental
vitality of this extraordipary man s secn
almost equally in his actions aud his writiogs,
A conrtier, riding abroad wilth the IT)-.am'n In Lits
suit of silver armor, or in attepdance at her
court, dressed, as the antiquary tells us, in o
white satin doublet all embroidered with white
pearls, snd g mighty rich chuin of grest pearls
about his neek,” he was still not imprisonzd by
these magmticent vanities, but could abandou
them joyfuily to encoanter pestilential climaes,
and lend desperate marithme enterprices. As an
oritor he was vot oply pewertol in the Com-
mons, bt persunsive with individools N~
body conld resigt his tongue, The Queen, we
nre tolo, “*was much & ken with his elocution,
loved to hear his reasons, and took b tor
kind ot oracle,” To his coansel, wore thiy
to  wny other mau's, Eogland was  in-
debtesd the destraction ol the Spaoi<h
Armada, He spoke and  wrote  wisely
und vigorously on policy und gosernment, on
puvud wrehitecture, and vaval tacties, Amony
nle public services we may ravk big elaim to b
covsidered the Iluttoducer into Europe of
tubaeco and the potato, 1o politicsl ecouomy,
he anticlpated the modern doetr'ne of free Lrade
aud trecdom of industey: bo first stited also the
theory regnrding poapulntion whieh is asocine |
with the name ol Malthos; aod, though bhimsalf
g pold-seeker, he saw clearly that gold hal no
peculinr preciousuess beyond any o'her commo-
dily, snd that 1t was the valoe of what & nanon
derived from 1ite oolouwles, and not the kiod of
vilde which made colonles lmportant, In in-
tellectusl pbilosophy Dogald Stewart admits
that he antioipnled his own leading dovirine in
respect 1o “the fundsmentsal laws of humnn
beliefr,” His curions and practical intalleck,
stung by all seercta, showed wlso un ap'ituade
for the experimental investigation of npatural
phengmena,

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Garibaldil.
In an artiole on *“‘the Island of Maddelena,”

Bayard Taylor thua refers to Garibaldi:—

Garibaldl has a great advantage over all the
political personsges of our duy, (o the rageed
simplicity of his babite, He uas no single ex-
pevsive taste. Whether he gleeps on a spring-
muttress or a rock, eats tlet, or fish upd macca-
roul, Is all the same to him-—=nay, he prefers the
stmpler tare, The persons whom he employs
ent at the same table with bim, and his guests,
whatever their charpcter or title, are no betier
seryed, An Fnghshmwan who went to Cuprera
us the representative of ceriain societies, nud
took with him, as n preseat, n dozen of the
finest bams aopd four dozen bottles of the
choicest Cha'eny Margaux, was borrided to find,
the next day, that each gardener, herdsman,
and fisherman at the table bad u eencrous lamp
of ham on bis plate and & bottle of Chutena
Murgaux beside it! Whatever delicuey comes
to Garibaldi is served in the samo way; and of
the Jarge sums of money coniributed by his
fricuds and sdmirers, he has retainod segresly
anyibing,  All 15 given to “The Cuuse.”

Garibaldi's three prominent traits of character
—honesty, unselfishness, and udependence —
ure so warked, nod have been 8o varlonsly ilins-
truted, that no one In [taly (probably not
even Pius IX or Antonelil) daves to disputo his
just elpvm to them.  Add the element of & rare
und inexstinguishable enthosinsm, and we huve
the quaiities which bave made the man. He
is wonderfully adaptel to be the lender of an
lwpolsive and imaginative people, doring those
peniods when the rush snd swell of pepular
sentiment overbears  alike  diplomacy  and
urmed (oree, Such s time came to bim tn 1860,
and the sSicilisn aud Calabriao campaign will
nlways stand as the elimax of bis schievements,
1 do pot speak of Aspromonte or Mentaps now,
The history of those nttemwpts canuot be written
uniil Guribaldi's private konowledge of them
may be safely made kuown to the world,

It oceurred to me, us | looked upon Caprera,
that only an enthusin<tic, imaginative natare
could be content to live in =uch an lsolation,
1t is hardly slope disgust with the present s.ute
of Italy which keeps him from that seat in the
